Wacrs as AFFECTED BY THE CURRENCY. — 
Hon. Amasa Walker, in his late work on the 
“Science of Wealth,” has an interesting 
chapter in which is shown how wages, rents, 
interest and profits are relatively affected by 
a currency inflation. His estimates are, that 
wages on an average, take the country thro’, 
have advanced fifty per cent.; that is, where 
a man got one dollar before the war, he gets 
one dollar anda half now; where he got 
two dollars before, he now receives three 
dollars. Interest, he calculates, has ad. 
vaneed generally, on all except permanent 
mortgages, 20 per cent.; that is, from 6 to 
7 30. Rents, he estimates, have advanced 
gencrally to an equal extent with interest, 
though he says that in commercial «centers 
they have advanced more. Profits have ad- 
vanced 100 per eent., that is, have doubled. 
This last is alow estimate, After this state- 
ment he inquires: “ What is the result of 
this? Who wins in consequence of this rise 
in wages, rents, interest and profits occa- 
sioned by the inflation of the currency? 
Prices rise to an unprecedented height, say 
120 per cent.” The resuft te the laborer he 
states as follows: “ Where his wages were 
$300 per annum, they are now $450. This 
last sum is laid out in commodities and 
brings him $204 54 worth as reckoned at 
So, from $300 deduct 
hat he actually gets, $204 54, and we find. 
his loss to be $95 46, or nearly one third of 
his real wages, or what they were before the 
expansion.”—[Occidental & Vanguard.
